them from the frost; this should be removed when danger from 
hard frost is past in the spring.

A light, rich soil, or Prepared Fibre 
offered on page 43, is most suitable. Use a 4 or 5-inch pot (or 
several bulbs may be planted together in larger pots or bulb pans) 
and have the tops of the bulbs just above the surface.

Give as much fresh air as possible, and at a temperature 
of not over sixty degrees, until the spikes are developed. To put 
them at once into a room with a temperature of, say seventy 
degrees, would cause them to flower prematurely.

Celery requires a moist, rich soil, and will not thrive in poor soil and 
dry situations. After the plants have attained a height of five or six 
inches they should be set out in rows three feet apart, and six inches 
When twelve to fifteen inches high the soil should be 
loosened by the use of the plow or hoe, and the plants ‘“‘handled.” 
This operation consists of drawing the stems upright with one hand and 
pressing the soil firmly against the plant with the other; by this process 
the plants grow upright, and can be easily cultivated and blanched 
by drawing the soil close up to the plant.
